WASHINGTON (D. C.), July 10.—[By the 
Associated Press.| Senate.—Mr. Sherman 
offered a resolution, which was agreed to, 
directing the Committee on Finance to in- 
quire into and report, in connection with 
any bills raising or reducing revenue that 
may be referred to it, such measures as it 
may deem expedient to set aside, control, 
restrain or prohibit all arrangements, con- 
tracts, agreements, trusts or combinations 
that tend to prevent competition in the 
manufacture or sale of articles of domestic 
growth or product, or the sale of imported 
articles; or that are designed or tend to fos- 
ter monopoly or advance artificially the 
cost to the consumer of necessary articles 
of human life, with such penalties and for- 
feitures as will tend to preserve the freedom 
of trade and production, the lowering of 
prices by such competition, and the full 
benefit designed hitherto and conferred by 
the policy of the Government, to protect 
and encourage American industries by 
levying duties on imported goods. 

The Senate then proceeded to the con- 
sideration of the fishery treaty, and was ad- 
dressed by Mr. Hoar in opposition to it, peridime 
said that nearly every importa me 
power of ancient or modern’ mes 
the foundation of its commercial prosperity 
and naval strenth to its fisheries. The de- 
sire of Canada and Great Britian to contract 
within the least possible limits the fishing 
ground to which Americans shall have 
access, and possess themselves without ob- 
struction the calling, which has brought to 
the great American market its supply of 
fish for food and fish oils, has vaster pur- 
poses than a mere struggle for profitable in- 
dustry, important as that may be. England 
has already taken possession of all the 
great routes of commerce, and is now ad- 
ding aland route across Canada to keep 
open this imperial highway at both ex- 
tremities, Sixty thousand fishermen of the 
Dominion must form an almost indispensa- 
ble element of the greatest strength. They 
would issue out from Halifax at one end of 
the great continental line and from Van- 
couver’s Island at the other, forming, in 
time of war, a perpetual menace to the com- 
merce and coasts of the United States. 
This was a struggle on the part of Great 
Britian and Canada to increase their naval 
strength and diminish that of the United 
States; to increase the numberof naval 
schools, whose graduates would be a con- 
stant threat to American commerce in time 
of war, both on the Atlantic and Pacific. 

Turning his attention to the treaty, Mr. 
Hoar said: “There is not to be found, as 
far as I can hear, a single fisherman who 
does not deem its provisions an outrage. 
There never has been a more unfounded 
calumny than to charge that the opposition 
to the treaty had its origin in party preju- 
dice. The earliest and most earnest voices 
of remonstrance have come from eminent 
Democrats, who had occasion to study the 
question in times past. A series of insults 
to the American flag, a policy of persistent 
un frien diiness and the refusal of common 
international hospitalities have been in- 
augurated for the purpose of — 5 a 
change in domestic legislation. 
this reason that Congress, without distine- 
tion of party and with nearly unanimous 
approval of the people, has placed in the 
hands of the President a simple,direct, peace- 
ful, but ample and most effectual, means of 
redress, Instead of using that means, the 
whole American complaint was 
to the remote and most uncertain future. 
Neither apology nor compensation, neither 
indemnity for the t nor security for time 
to come 1s proposed. The Americans are 
not a quarrelsome people, but we can never 
live in peace with ada if we allow her 
to think that the methods she has taken 
during the last three years are ways to gain 
concessions from us. We can never live in 
peace with England if we permit her with- 
out instant protest to try once more the ex- 
periments on our forbearance which _pre- 
ceded the Revolution, which preceded the 
War of 18i2, which accompanied the War 
of the Rebellion.

The proceedings were opened with read- 
ing and prayer by Rev. J. W. Van Cleve, 
after which Dr. Bresee was called upon to 
address the audienca, and in his usual fulic- 
jious manner entertained his hearers with 
a well-timed congratulatory speech upon 
the auspiciens surrouncings attending the 
beginnirfe of the training schoo! and assem- 
bly, which was 30 necessary to the educa- 
tion of our young and growing population 
to the standard of morality, now at 
such a low ebb in our generation.

LAW AND ORDER. 


CITIZENS MAKE UP THEIR MINDS 
TO CLEAR THE DECKS. 


They Will Give the City Officials 
Warning, and if Crime Is Not Put 
Down There Will Be Troubie— 
Ministers Take an Active Part. 


The expogures whieh have from time to 
time been made during the past few months 
of the open and flagrant manner in which 
the laws have been violated by certain city 
officials, and the length to which pro- 
fessional wire-pullers and politicians will 
go to carry their ends, have at last aroused 
the people to a sense of their danger, and a 
movement has been inaugurated looking to 
the correction of numerous abuses in the 
municipal government. The movement, it 
is true, is only in its incipiency, but it 
promises to develop into a power that will 
make its influence felt before the present 
campaign is over. At a meeting of the 
Ministerial Association, a week or two ago, | 
the alarming increase iff the number of 
saloons throughout the city was discussed 
at some length,and the dangers arising 
from this evil wereshown up. The open 
manner in which prostitution was being 
conducted was also considered, and 

THE GAMBLING SITUATION 
came up for discussion. The administra- 
tion of the police department also came in 
for a share of criticism, andthe action of 
the head of the department in protecting 
the saloon-keepers and gamblers was con- 
demnped. It was the sense of the meeting 
that this state of affairs had existed long 
enough, and it was time for the law-abidin 
people of the city to come tothe front an 
take a hand in regulating the affairs of the 
city. But how to do it was the question. 
After a very full discussion, it was decided 
to call a meeting and toinvite those gentle- 
men who were known to favor good gov- 
ernment and the enforcement of the laws 
to be present. The matter was kept very 
quiet, and every effort was made to keep 
the matter from the press, but a Times re- 
porter heard of the movement, and also as- 
certained that the meeting had been called 
for yesterday morning at the office of A. M. 
Hough, on Fort street, near First. It was 
also learned that Mayor Workman and Mr. 
Humphreys were to 

INVITED TO BE PRESENT, 
as well as two or three other members of 
the City Council. The meeting was- held, 
as had been stated, yesterday morning, but 
reporters wefe excluded from the room, the 
gentlemen present saying that it was pri- 
vate, and that when they were ready they 
would givé the papers the news. This was 
all that could be got out of the gentlemen, 
but the reporter afterward found a gentile- 
man who appeared to be pretty well in- 
formed, and who was willing to talk. He 
said the movement was headed by some of 
the best men in the —— among them Dr. 
Sinsabauch, A. M. Hough, Rev. Dr. Strad- 
ley, Dr. Brainerd, Dr. Widney, the pastors 
of the various city churches, and numerous 
other business men of hich standing in the 
community. He said that the Mayor and 
Mr. Humphreys had been asked to appear 
béfore the meeting, on account of the posi- 
tion they had taken in favor of good govern- 
ment, and they could give them much in- 
formation that they desired. The gentie-

THE TIME HAS ARRIVED 
when unscrupulous persons should be re- 
moved from office and the reins of govern- 
ment put in the hands of those who would 
administer the law in the spirit in which it 
was intended. In regard to the present 
state of affairs, no definite plan had yet 
been suggested, but it was decided thata 
Start should be made, and it was probable 
that an appeal would be made to the Coun- 
cil and other city officials to see that the 
law is rigidly enforced, and that, if no at- 
tention is paid to this, then att-rneys would 
be employed by the association and every 
violator of the law as regards prostitution 
and gambling ‘would be prosecuted. There

ROARD OF FREEHOLDERS 
WORKING HARD ON IT. 


Yesterday's Session Given Over to 
treet Grading and Educational! 
Matters—Nine Members of the 
Board of EKducation—Strect Pro- 
yisions in the Hands of a Com- 
mittee. 


The Board of Freeholders held their regu- 
Jer meeting yesterday afternoon, Mayor 
Workinan occupied the chair, and Messrs. 
Baldwin, Mansfield, Scott, Dunkelberger, 
Estudillo, Robinson, Mackay, Book, Bone- 
brake, Moore and Day answered to roll-call. 
Opening the proceedings, Gen. Mansfield 
introduced Mr. John A. Wills, who had 
something to say about the grading of the 
streete. He said that theré was a constant 
worry on the resident streets from persons 


who wanted to change the grade. They 


gcnorally had some object in the change, 
and the veto of two-thirds of the residents 
would stop the proceedings only three 
months. A man owning much property 
couldn't go east without the danger of hav- 
ing the grade changed. Le would offer as 
a remedy that after a grade had been made 
and accepted by the city that it could not be 
changed except after a proceeding similar 
to the process ot condemnation, and then 
only when it has been decided that such 
change would result in a common . For 
all damage done to any property tts owner 
shoulu be recompense om the city treas- 


ury. 
‘. When the gentleman had finished, the 
reading of the old charter was begun with 
section 169, article 15, It was altered so as 
to read that no grade shall be changed with- 
out Colipensating the 

PROPERTY-OWNERS 
for all damages, and no damages shall be 
paid unless an owner protests against the 
improvement or claims damages within the 
tine required in section 140, 

Gen. Mansfield objected to the short time 
allowed in section 140, and asked to make 
the time tor claiming damages 20 days, and 
the time for protest against change 10 days. 
Mr. Robinson, who bad olfered the first sug- 
gestions, accepted those of Gen. Manstield, 
and then Mr. Mackay said be was not sat- 
istied with article 13, in the changes in 
grade, and he would move that the whole 
matter be tabled until the next meeting. 
Mr. Day moved to refer articles 13 and 14 to 
a committee who should take both articles 
in band and report at the next meeting. 
Mr. Mackay’s motion was carried and then 
Mr. Day’s went through, The chair named 
Messrs. Maustield, Day and Mackay 4s the 
committee, 

Maj. Bonebrake called for the reports of 
the School and Health ‘Committees. Mr, 
Day said he had a portion.of the report, and 
Dr. Kurtz, who was absent, had the other 
portion, and they could not make their re- 

rt yet. 

Gen. Mansfield said that one trouble which 

_ he bad anticipated all along was now con- 
fronting them. ‘They were dropping into 
the liabit of referring ali important matters 
to committees, who. would hoid back on 
their reports until the last day and then 
come in with reports that would satisfy no- 
body, and the people would not accept them 
‘in the charter. Ue was sick of such pro- 
ceedings, and would vote for no more com- 
Dt tees, 

Upon this, Mr. Day left the hallina

There was some 
discussion on the time for the election of 
the Councilinen, but the matter was tempor-

The committee said that after serious de-

the Board of Education, two new members 
t be elected each year by the voters at 
jlarge. Mr. Moore registered the first ob- 

ection in the manner in which the mem- 
rm were to be elected, He said it Would 
destroy local representation. 

Mr. Day said that nine members were too 
mapy to do the business, and five could 
manage it better. During bis term in the 
board he had never seen any legislation for 
any particular part of the city. : 

Mr. Moore knew in the convention that 
the people of the Kast Side would come in 
aud beg that they be givon a representa- 
tion on the School Board, and he would 
favor a ward rerpesentation.

to be elected at large, and it was downed by 
10 neys to 3 yeas. 

The committee went on with their report, 
and recommended that the Board of Educa- 
tian should fix the salaries of its officers, 
and to strike out the clause saying that the 
board could not fix the salary of the Super- 
intendeut, and inserting a clause empower- 
ing the board to employ laborers and an 
other persons needed to carry on the bes! 
ness of the board. 

That portion of the report was adopted on 
motion of Maj. Bonebrake. 

_. Mr. Dunkelberger objected to the clause 
in the charter giving the board the right to 
determine What textbooks should be used, 
without restricting the changes to a-certain 
lenyth o@time. 

Mr. Day explained to him that the State 
Board required them to select the books 
every four years.

In the same 
section the power was given the board to 
establish at its discretion manual, indus- 
trial and training schools or departments, 
provided that they do not interfere with the 
grammar schools. 

Under the head of the powers and duties 
of the Superintendent, it was moved to 
strike out the portion requiring him or his 
deputy to act as clerk and secretary of the 
board. Carried. 

Another motion was made to provide for 
a cierk among the different officers ap- 
pointed by the board. ‘The motion carried, 
and the budy then adjourned.

MORE ARRESTS. 


The Situation Very Rocky for 
Dynamiters, 


Two of the Burlington Strike Leaderg 
in Durance, 


Confession of Two Men Who Did Their 
Bidding. 


They Declare Moco the Anthor of the Sal Soda 
and Emery Circalar—The Evidence Ac- 
camulating—What Chief Engineer 
Arthur Says of the Arrests, 


By Telearaph to The Times. 

Curcaco, July 10.—[By the Associa 
Press.| Chairman Hoge, of the Burlingto 
Grievance Comunittee of the Brotherhood of 
Engineers, and Chairman Murphy, occupy- 
ing the same position in the Firemen’s 
Brotherhood, were arrested this morning, 
and locked up at the Armory Police Station. 
The prisoners were taken completely by 
surprise, The two chiefs were charged 
with conspiracy. The much-talked-of cir- 
cular, in which Hoge is alleged to have re- 
quested the brotherhood men to hire them- 
selves secretly to the “Q” road and then 
disable the enginos, is said to be the cause 
ot the charge against Hoge. Chairman 
Marphy is charged with being an ac- 
complice.. 

Genera! Manager Stone of the Burlington 
swore out the warrants last night, and they 
were given to the officers to be served early 
this morning. Attorney Collier of the “Q” 
road asserted that the evidence in posses- 
sion of the company was conclusive. 

Chairmen Hoge and Murphy were taken 
before Justice White, but asked for change 
of venue, and the prisoners were brought to 
Justice Lyon. The railroad attorneys de- 
manded acontinuance. The Justice was 
about to fix bail at $1000 each, when the 
company’s lawyers protested, and after 
some parley the amount was increased to 
$1500 for each of the men. Bonds were 
promptly furnished, and Messrs. Hoge and 
Murphy were released until Saturday. Un- 
like other strikers arrested, they are ar- 
raigned under the State, not Federal, stat- 
utes...

— partment of Agriculture. 

WASHINGTON, July 10.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.}] The Department of Agricul- 
ture crop report shows the condition of 
winter wheat advanced from 73.5 to 75.6, 
and of spring wheat from 92.3 to 95.1. Area 
of corn reported has increased over 4 per 
cent. The department makes the July 
general averages of conditions as follows: 
Winter wheat, 75.8; spring wheat, 95.9; 
corn, 93; oats, 95.2; barley, 91. Winter 
wheat has been harvested in the South and 
yielded below expectation in the Carolinas, 
Georgia and Alabama. It has improved 
slightly in Pennsylvan Ohio, Indiana 
and Illinois. Marked improvement is 
noted in Michigan: 

Reports from the Pacific Coast are also 
more favorable. The general condition has 
advanced from 73.2 to 754. The following 
are the averages of the principal States: 
New York. 80, Pennsylvania 93, Ohio 60 
Michigan 75, Indiana 62, Lilinvis 68, Mis- 
souri 72, Kansas 95, California 83. 

‘Lhe spring wheat has improved in a large 
portion of the breadth seeded, and promises 
alarge yield minus possible future draw- 
backs. The general average has advanced 
from 92.8 to 95.9, State averages: Wiscon- 
sin 91, Minnesota 94, lowa 97, Nebraska 95, 
Dakota 98. 

The area of corn has increased over 4 per 
cent., making the breadth uearly 76,000,000 
acres. There has been much replanting in 
wet districts from non-germination and 
from destruction by worms. The stand is 
now ree rea good, and the crop is grow- 
ing finely. ‘The condition, by vrincipal 
States is: Ohio 96, Indiana 95, Lilinois 96, 
lowa 98, Missouri 91, Kansas. 99, Nebraska 
91. The European repart for July makes 
the wheat crop an unpromising one throug¢h- 
out Europe, Russia excepted.

BERLIN, July 10.—[By Cable and Asso 
ciated Press.) Dr. Gerhardt, acting undet 
directions of the three German doctors whé 
attended Emperor Frederick, has drawn up 
a report stating that early in 1887 the Ger- 
man physicians pronounced the disease 
from which he was suffering to be of a cam 
cerous nature. They decided to open the 
larynx, and preparations were made to pen 
form the operation.

SENT INTO SLAVERY, 


How Ignorant Immigrants Are 


Treated in the Mast. 

Boston,.July 10.—[By the Associated 
Press.|. A Springfield (Mass.) special to 
the Globe says: Three months ago two 
Volanders, man and wife, landed at Castle 
Garden. They were there accosted by a 
man who offered them work in the country, 
the husband and wife to receive re 
spectively $10 and $8 per month 
for their services. Each was re 
quested to sign a contract, the nature 
of which they did not comprehend, but 
which covered a period of three months at 
the terms stated; but the paper provided 
thatthe money at the end of the term 
should be paid, minus ‘deductions for nec- 
essaries purchased,’’ and had a clause pro- 
viding for the forfeiture of wages upon non- 
fulfiliment of contract. The two Polanders 
affirm that their employer was an agent of 
Charles Parsons of North Hampton. They 
were shipped toa Franklin county farmer, 
who paid them only 83 for their unitec! serv- 
ices, and discharged them without a stated 
reason after they had served the time of 
the contract. Traveling on foot and beg- 
ging food by the way, the man and wife 
walked to Springfield, where, having lodg- 
ing in the police station on Monday night, 
they told the story as given. Parsons, 
wiiose agent is believed to work about 
Castie Garden among the emigrants, is be- 
lieved to receive from the employing farm- 
ers $10 per head for immigrants, the farm- 
ers getting it back out of theirdues. The 
farmer gets bis help without cost, and the 
agent, by the alleged system, is enriched. 

Parsons has been for several-years en- 
gaged in this traffic, and is believed to have 
realized trom it $400 per month. He issues 
circulars to farmers, in which he says that 
emigrant help is ignorant of our language 
or ways, and thus, he intimates, more 
docile under exactions and beggarily 
wages. Not less than 7000 poverty-stricken 
immigrants have thus been bound out in 
the New England States alone through Par- 
sons’ agency. Parents have in several 
cases been separated from children, and 
young girls have complained against out- 
rageous conduct by their employers, though 
they can produce no witnesses, 


THE AMERICAN PARTY. 


A Call Issued for Its National Con- 
vention. 

WASHINGTON, July 10.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The Executive Committee 
of the national party issued the following 
call this afternoon: 

“A natienal convention of the American 
party will be held in Washington on the 
14th of August, 1858, for the purpose of 
nominating candidates for President and 
Vice-President, and for the transaction of 
such other business as may properly come 
before that body. Delegates not exceeding 
two from each Congressional district, each 
Territory and the District of Columbia and 
from each State at large, bearing creden- 
tials from any American organization, asso- 
ciation, elub, order or society whose objects 
are in accord with the principles of the 


American party, will be admitted to seats 
in the convention.” 

Chairman Sharp said today that in all 
probability the platform to be adopted will 
not differ essentially from that adopted at 
Philadelphia last year. In all its important 
features, the present system of tariff will 
no doubt be indorsed, and the temperance 
question will not be likely to be touched 
upon. 


©LANS AT WAR. 


Bloody Affray at a Kentucky Meet- 
ing-house. 

KNOXVILLE (Tenn.), July 10.—[By the 
Associated Press.] Laurel Hill meeting- 
house, in Whitmore county, near Jellico, 
was the scene Sunday of a terrible tragedy. 
It was caused by a collision between the 
Rose and Fuston clans, between whom a 
feud had existed for some time. Just as 
the minister was announcing the text a vol- 
ley of firearms was discharged outside the 
door. The worshipers were thrown into 
excitement and many women fainted. Out- 
side the battle reaed fiercely. When the 
smoke cleared away it was found that 
Ewell Lawson and his son John, belonging 


to the faction, were killed, and that 
the three. fuston boys, Tom, Jim and Enos, 
and J Porter, belonging to the other 


side, weré seriously and perhaps fatally 
wounded. A dozen others whose names 
could not be ascertained were more or less 
seriously hurt. Great excitement prevailed 
and more trouble is expected. 


Iowa Saloons Mast Close. 
BURLINGTON (Iowa), July 10. Two 
years ago a saloon-keeper whose place of 
business was enjoined as a nuisance, ap- 
pealed tothe lowa Supreme Court, and, 
after filling a supersedeas bond, continued 
the traffic. The injunction was sustained, 
and the saloon-keeper again gave a bond, 
and carried his case to the United States 
Supreme Court. Recently proceedings were 
brought to have him arrested for contempt 
of coart in continuing the illegal traffic not- 
withstanding the injunction. His defense 
was that, pending the decision of the Fed- 
eral Court, the injunction did not. apply, 
but the District Court has now decided that 
the injunction must stand, and that the sa- 
loon must close. The saloon-keeper at once 
closed up, and others will follow suit, as 
they admit that further resistance to the 
law is useless,

present time detied California fruit-growers. 

These parasites have proved most bene- 
ficial in destroying the cottony cushion scale 
in Australia, more particularly where or- 
ange trees had been attacked. 

Klee will at once procure the necessary 
wire cage, with which he will enclose one of 
the afflicted trees in San Mateo county. 
There the battle of the two broods of insects 
will be watched, and should the Australian 
consignment do what is expected of them 
they will be colonized and ted 
throughout the State.
